The liners liquor, including 8,000 
bottles of wine, 300 bottles of spirits 
and 200 bottles of champagne which 
are to be seized at the same time, 
will be removed and stored.

was the toll in the wreck on the 
Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn line of the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Elevated yester­ 
day when two coaches jumped the 
track and plunged to the street 
from the elevated structure. 
Six 
of those killed were women. 
One 
other, a man, has not been identi­ 
fied. 
"What caused the train to leave 
the track is still a mystery and 
may remain one,” said the district 
attorney in announcing his inten­ 
tion to push an immediate grand 
jury investigation. 
“But this much 
is certain the condition of the guard 
beams laid for the purpose of keep­ 
ing in check derailed trains gives 
unmistakable proof of culpable neg­ 
ligence in the upkeep of the road. 
“Those beams were found to be 
crumbling from dry rot. 
Portions 
of them yielded to a squeeze of the 
hand. 
Every one concerned with 
the upkeep of this road, from the 
transit commission 
down to 
the 
track w'aTkers, will be called to give 
their explanations of the rotten con­ 
dition of these guard beams to the 
grand jury.”

The w'reck which occurred in the 
busiest traffic intersection of Brook­ 
lyn, was witnessed by hundreds ot 
persons in the street.

WASHINGTON,

26.—Rail­ 
road operating in the Rocky Moun­ 
tain and Pacific Coast states were 
in effect authorized today by the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission 
to 
increase

per cent, their 
freight rates on corn and 
cereal 
products 
usually 
classified 
as 
“coarse grain.’* 
The increase, which does not af­ 
fect wheat, was authorized in ship­ 
ments from Misslppi Valley points to 
the Rocky Mountain Pacifio 
Coast 
area. 
The decision resulted from an ap­ 
peal of western railroads against the 
ruling made by the commission on 
previous grain rate cases which fix­ 
ed the rates on coarse grain at a 
level ten per cent below that charg­ 
ed on wheat for similar shipment. 
In passing upon the 
railroads’ 
complaint the commission held that 
throughout the 
Mississippi 
Valley 
states and western territory extend­ 
ing nearly to the Rocky Mountains 
the differential favoring corn 
and 
other coarse grains should be re­ 
tained. 
At points further west it 
was held that a single standard for 
the rate schedules on grain should 
be maintained and also 
that 
the 
same kind of standard should apply 
on all shipments from the Mississip­ 
pi Valley to the Rocky Mountain 
Pacific Coast area. 
Railroads were 
authorized to make the changes pre­ 
scribed by increasing the rates on 
the coarse grain to the level of the 
rates now charged on wheat.
